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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the combination of 
Ranganathan with AAPA and/or Miyajima would render the systems of AAPA and/or Miyajima inoperative. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The applicant argues that the clock signal generation circuit shown in the AAPA must operate during the non-scanning period, 
and that when Ranganathan is used to teach that the clock is stopped that there would no longer be any reference for determining how 
long the output of the gate signals and the data line selection signals have been stopped. The examiner asserts that Ranganathan was 
used to show of controlling the stopping and operation of the clock during the inaction period. The examiner does not see anything wrong
